In the sehonl board and the majority of the 
tax increase this year was caused by necessary 
school-board expenses. 
Newtown levies a 115-mill tax on occupational 
assessment and of this. IOO mills is a school-board 
lax and only 15 mills a borough tax, Williams said.

According to Albert A. McNamara, president 
of Newtown Borough Council, borough taxes in litho 
brought in a revenue of SU,082. and in licit. $41,561, 
a difference of only $121. 
Of this, McNamara .said, ST,50ft Wont toward a 
new municipal building occupied by the volunteer 
fire company. This, he said, is the second payment 


on a five-veaf note and when the note is paid off 
in 1964 borough taxes should drop approximately 
three mills. 
The county reassessment program on real-estate 
made little difference in Newtown, McNamara de­ 
clared, changing I he 1959 assessment of $2,183,7 MI 
to $2,705,750 in litho.

Thus, lie said, the only* persons who had an 
increased tax bill from the borough were those 
whose assessment in the past had been unreason­ 
ably low.

board had to borrow money.

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Illegal Dumping Blamed Iii Levittown Sewage Damage 


Las! month's sewage back-up in Falls Township 
that caused damage in nine Levittown home! today 
was blamed on illegal dumping of debris into the 
sewer lines* a water authority spokesman said 
Charles Lucisano. Lower Bucks County Joint 
Municipal Authority board chairman stated, “ the 
sewage back-up was not cause by either the Author­ 
ity's system or its method of operation. It was 
caused largely by people who have been illegally 
lifting manhole covers and dumping trash, stones* 
rocks and other discarded items into the sewer 
lines and by other individuals who have been drain­ 
ing surface water into the system.” 
Cndcr the authority's control arc 171 miles of 
sanitary sewers, nearly bunn manholes, nine sew­ 
age pumping stations and force mains. 
“ Their is no amount of checking and indit ing 
that can take the place of IT.(HK! homeowners acting 


to protect themselves b\ reporting persons tamper­ 
ing with sanitary sewer manholes. 
Property owners who now have illegal!) con­ 
nected roof, surface or ground water drains to sani­ 
tary sewers or manholes are advised to immediately 
disconnect them.” the authority official declared. 


Lucisano pointed out that the sanitary sewer 
system is neither a garbage disposal system nor a 
storm drain system. “ Sanitary sewers are not to 
handle these items.” he said, “ and the discovery of 
a potentially dangerous condition generally doesn t 
occur until alter a back-up." 


"By that time the homeowner ha*- suffered dam­ 
age which he must pay for himself because the 
Authority is not liable in these cases and cannot 
legally pay for the damages,” the authority sjKikc.s- 
man revealed. 


Leery effort is being made by tin' Authority 


to prevent sewer blockages and back-ups, L.i« i- 
sano disclosed. L etters will be sent shortly to hom e­ 


ow ners urging them to cooperate and protect their 
own property by reporting any incident of unauthor­ 
ized persons tampering with manholes and by re ­ 
porting illegal storm d rain connections. 
Township police have been asked to assist, as 
w ell as tow nship m an ag ers, who w ill be requested 


to consider ordinances m akin g manhole tampering 
and illegal sanitary sower connection an offense for 
which a sum m ons will be issued bv a justice of 
the peace. 
Lucisano said. “ Authority personnel are ready 
to resjxmd to every report of persons tampering with 
manholes and will continue their own cheek of the 
Authority ’* facilities.”
